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PRESENT STATUS OF
UNIVERSITY BILL

Mr. McGuire Suggests 'lhat Legislature Kej cc
tarjy-itison ivieasu/e and lnd rsd General

I lea of College for Wim jii.
Murray M. McOulrc, a member ot

the committee appointed by Richmond
Chapter, University ot Virginia .Mumm,
to oppose the enactment oi . icnrly.
ftlson bill, gave out yesterday the fol¬
lowing statement containing dis¬
cussion of the situation and a sug¬
gested solution:

It has been unjustly urged that the
opponents of the Early-Rlaon' bill are
opposing the establishment ot a col¬
lege for the higher education of wo¬
men in Virginia. Such Is not the case.
The two mutters lire entirely separate
snd distinct, and In no way rcluted to
each other. The question of establish¬
ing u college for the higher education
of women is not before the Loglsla-
turc, but the enactment of this par¬
ticular plan for a woman's college as
contained in" the Eurly-Rtson bill Is
cht only question up for discussion.
Why do those persons who are en¬
gaged In the attempt to force affirma¬
tive action on this bill by the Legis¬
lature fear a postponement of two
years If their cause be just? The
Times-Dispatch of Sunday suggested
that no harm can come to the uni¬
versity, to the woman's college, nor to
the State, by further consideration ot
this mutter and fuller development or
plans for the Institution before there
be taken a step for i establishment
Irom which tncre can be no recession
^nd which will commit the common¬
wealth to large annual expenditures,
Indefinitely.

One Ilvn*«in fur Postponement.
No one con deny that this mutter is

too important lor the Legislature to

take any risk to making a mistake.
Moreover. If this step bo taken now,

with the bill In Its present or any kin¬
dred shape, und with the sentiment
among the alumni what It bus been
shown to be,' thi- action will .aut such
a breach that the university. In Its new

form, will lack the support of those
upon whom It must chieily depend
These enthusiastic persona forget that
the majority of the- students at the uni¬
versity enme there through the Interest
and Influence of the alumni, and It la
this power for the university's welfar<
that they would so disdainfully cast
uslde. and who will say that the pros¬
pective girl students tan compensate
the university or the State for such a

loss'.'

Many members of the Legislature

promised to vote for this measure be¬
fore they understood Its provisions and
before they knew there was any Oppo¬
sition. The ir support in many Instances
was obtained on statements that have
bech proved to be erroneous.

Faculty Mlnnuotrd.
They were told that the faculty of

the university were In favor of this
bill, and this statement went unchal¬
lenged until the publication of a let¬
ter from Professor Craves Showing Hint
the faculty had never even considered
this measure and hud Indorsed ah en¬
tirely different idea. The resolutions
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passed by the faculty, published later.1
show that the plan favored by themdiffers in every material element from
lliat provide! for by this bill, exceptas to location.

Konrd ot Visitors Misquoted.
It was said that the hoard «»: vls'torajfavored the passage of this bill. The Ionly mot-ting of the board lield to con-Ielder the question Indorsed the Ideaof a co-ordinate college near to andaflilluted with the university, but ex¬pressly disapproved the provisions oithis bill In Its original form, and theamended form does not correct the ob¬jectionable features. The board, at themeeting referred to. passed a resolu¬tion requesting that the Legislature donot enact into law any bill on the sub¬ject at this lime. Düring the,discus¬sion-In the Senate chamber Fridaynight some attempt was made by thesupporters of the Early-Rison bill toshow that the majority of the Ind'vld-ual members of the board actually fa¬vored Ihe passage of this bill, despitethe recorded action Just sot out, anddespite the fact that there Is no evi¬dence that more than one of those ab¬sent from that meeting of the boardever saw the Early-R.ls.on bill. Mr.Hosewell Page even went so far as testate that he had alettcr from the rec¬tor of the boaid setting forth hisviews In favor of this hill. Mr. Pagedeclined to rend the letter aloud onthat occasion, nnd the letter Itself, aspublished In the Sunday Times-Dis¬patch shows the reason for that un¬willingness.

Letter I'rom llcctur.The letter, under date of JanuarjJlth. sets out that the rector has Inmind conditions such as those whichobtain at Columbia, where, to adopt hisown quotation from the laws govern¬ing that Institution, "the courses underthe faculties of law, medicine and ap¬plied science arc' not open to women."But this amended bill, as is now admit¬ted, permits Just this thing. Again,the rector, who Is supposed 10 be bel¬ter acquainted With the altitude oithe members of the board than theladl.-.. and gentlemen responsible forthis measure, does not agree with themIn their statement as to the position ofthese men. Having in mind such con¬ditions as he describes, and not thosecovered by this bill; he. yet admits thai"tills movement . . . may not bebacked by the visitors of the university.It may or It may not be." This doesnot agree with the claims of the sup¬porters of the Carly-Illson bill. Therector stMtes what we all understand,that the university belongs to the peo¬ple of Virginia and that they are en-titled to what they want. We are fullyagreed on that, and the opponents ofthis bill Insist that the people shouldbe heard on any specific plan for es¬tablishing a colleger for women. Thepersons behind this measure claim thaithe people wani the Early-Rlson billenacted Into law.
Erroneous to Sn.v That People WantBUI.As a matter of fact, the people have}had no chnnce to be heaid on this ques-Ilion so vitally affecting their univer¬sity, and the supporters of the measureare unwilling to wait that the peoplemay be heard. Dr. W. S. McNeill pub¬lished a communication in Th» Times-Dispatch on the U6th day of January insupport of this matter, and made somesuch claim as to the support of thepeople |n the State.Unfortunately, to illustrate his con¬tention he embodied in his article aresolution of the executive committeeof an organization composed of 10,-000 teachers. An examination of theresolution itself shows that this com¬mittee merely favored a college forthe higher education of women, anddlil not make shy reference to thisbill, nor to such a college as is pro¬vided for in this bill, nor to the loca¬tion of such a college as theywant at the university, nor to its be¬ing co-ordinate, or connected in anyway with the university. The ndvo-|cates of this bill make many refer,encos to the resolutions they have Insupport of the measure, but at no pub¬lic hearing have they read a single!one of these resolutions so that It!might he analyzed, and this one thatwas inadvertently published by one oftheir allies shows their claim to beill founded.
The Board of Education \ot In Favor

of Bill.
They claim support from the Boardof Education. The resolutions of theboard published by themselves showthat the board has never consideredthis measure, that it has in effect re¬commended that no college for womenhe established dt this session of theLegislature, because of the financialneeds of the State, and that the boarddid not consider it within,Its province-to speak as to the location of this In¬stitution when created. Dr. Aldcrmnn Admits He Misunderstood

Bill.
Especially have the persons behindthis matter claimed that Dr. Alder¬

man, the president of tho university,favored this measure. They even hud
him appear beforo a meeting of the.Joint committees of tho Sonate andHouse to speak for it at a time when
iiono of those now most active In op¬position to the bill were on hand. Ho
was present later -when a hoarlng had
.been granted last week, by tho Sen¬
ate committee, at the request of the
representatives of the alumni, who arc
opposed to the Early-Rlson bill. On
this second occasion he fiankly ad-
milted that ho had misunderstood the
provisions- of this hill. All. the time
ho had in mind the attitude of theI faculty approving tho general, idea,,

and he had not realized before the
discussion thru this Early-Hlson bill,
ovun üb amended, goea very much
further than those resolutions, and
provides for a different sort of Insti¬
tution. He is a gifted: speaker, and he
painted a beautiful picture or a co¬
ordinate college such as he favor*.
When he had ended his carefully pro-
purcd address he was questioned about
the provisions of the Eurly-ltlson bill,which Is now before the Legislature,and lit hail to admit that the materials
for his picture were not taken from
that bill. Attention Is called to the
rnct that It Is hot his picture, but the
Burly-ltlson bill that the Legislaturela asked to pass on.

ment of the university, provided onlythat they be not present in tlte samj
lecture room ;«t the same time.

vice versa. The buildings may be full
Of students of both sexes at ths same
time under this bill as amended. They
may be at the university, "on the lawn
and under the arcades'! and In the
university bullei'Jrigs as students at
all times, just as much us th: men.

Action Should He 1'oatponcd.Heal

Question.
There is no opposition by any one

to a college for women. The y.icsl'oii
Is: Shall this particular bill, for th.s
particular college, with these parti: u-
lar or similar provisions, become a
law now? Of the many supportersthese advocates claim, practically tio'.ic
can be shown lo favor the Earlv-H.Yon
bill in Its original or amended shape,
as has been pointed out. and no one-
has given any reason for acting r.ow.
If th-re be any real demand for this
movement, nothing can ,,c lo?; by
waiting for two years The reason
for delaying action SO that the ilumnl
of the university may have time for
full consideration Is so po:ent Mat
the hoard of visitors earnestly ask
for postponement. The financial sit¬
uation is such that the Board of Edu¬
cation! a: its December meeting, rec¬
ommended that no action on the sub¬
ject of a college for women bo taken
at this session.

T)r. Aldrrmun on Thl« Question.
Dr. Alderman, speaking for the ad¬

vocates of this hill, when pnintlng his
glowing picture of the co-ordinate
college he had In his mind fwhich he
had to admit was not the same as that
provided for in this bill), refused to
express any opinion as to whether fic¬
tion should be Mken at this time. The
resolution of the hoard of visitors,which showed their disapproval of the
measure in its original form, not ma¬
terially different from Its amendeel
form, and asked for postponement, S3
narrowed the proposition down that,whether the bill be right or wrong,the vital question is whether any fic¬
tion shall ibe taken now, with feeling

This action on tlio part of Dr. Alder¬

man Is not unnaturally claimed by the
advocates of this measure as showing
that he favors Immediate favorable
action on the b.'arly-R'son bill.

l.'nfortunatel;- for them, and for llhn,

the welfare of the State, or the wel¬
fare ot the university. Otherwise, he
would have given them. The record
wo have shows that lie. has committed
himself to the unwisdom of creating

a colic-Be for women by the State at
this time.

Suggested Solution.
Kven Dr. Alderman has admitted that

the college In his picture is not the
college provided for in the Karly-TUson
bill. Great care will be required to re¬
duce his picture to statute law, oven
If it be right to do so. The State hat
no money to devote to such a purpose
now, but immediate action will pledge
the Slate to such use of funds Inelcll-
nitoly. It is respectfully submitted
that the wise course for the beelsla-1lure to pursue In to reject the Early-1
FMson measure and to pass a. resolution!
Indorsing the gcnernl Idea of n college'
for the higher education of women, but-
malting no attempt to commit the-
State to any particular, definite plan
nor to anything that involves an ex¬
penditure until there has been time
for mature consideration of the matter,
for the harmonizing of views, for the
ascertainment of the attitude of the
alumni of the university and of the
people of the State on a proposition
for the placing at or near the univer¬
sity of stich a college as that pictured
by Dr. Alderman or such a college as
that provided for by the Karly-Risen
bill, cither one of which must mate-

rlally affect the very life of the uni¬
versity and the flnatrees of the State.
